i. HOMAGE ROLL. This is kept at St. John’s Gate and should be signed before 
Investiture in the case of Members of the Order resident in England and Northern Ireland. The 
Homage Roll is, however, prepared by hand and is normally not ready for signature for two months 
after date of admission or promotion. It would be very convenient if those wishing to sign the 
Roll on the day of Investiture would do so, if possible, before 12.30 p.m. 

In the case of Members resident in Scotland, Wales and Overseas where there is a Priory or 
a Commandery the appropriate portion of the Homage Roll is sent to the Secretary to enable him 
to obtain the necessary signatures. 

In the case of other Members resident abroad the Homage Roll should be signed on their 
first visit to England.

2. INVESTITURE. 

(a) Recipients will be invested with their Insignia in the Name and by the Authority of 
Her Majesty The Queen, our Sovereign Head, by H.R.H. The Grand Prior, or by the Lord Prior 
acting for him. 

( b ) Members resident in England and Northern Ireland will in due course receive an 
invitation to attend an Investiture. A memorandum of instructions will be forwarded with the 
invitation. 

( c ) Members resident in Scotland, Wales and Overseas where there is a Priory or a 
Commandery will be summoned by such Priory or Commandery to attend an Investiture in due 
course. 

( d ) In the case of members residing in a country where there is no Priory or Commandery, 
the Insignia will be sent to the Representative of Her Majesty in that country for presentation at 
the first suitable opportunity. 



3. DIPLOMAS. A Diploma will be forwarded in due course. Diplomas are prepared 
by our Heraldic Artist and sent out in strict rotation and there is, therefore, inevitably some delay 
before their receipt.
